Fearful Tornado. 

Some portions of King and Whitchurch 
Townships wera sisilcd, on Saturday latt, 
with the most fearful tornado ever witnessed 
in this tcclioo of country. Houses were de- 
molished, and huge Umbers twisted about like 
playthings— cattle killed— fences blown hither 
and lbither,and seres of woods levelled (0 the 
ground. The storm appears to have com- 
mtneed its fury at Ihe gravel pit on the 
Northern R. It., between two and three miles 
below Aurora, in King, and proceeded Kast 
lo ihe Second Concession 'of Whilchurchj 
tliCT.ce couth-east to Ibe fourlli, where Ihe 
winds seem to hare parted aud the fury abat- 
ed. Hail of almost incredible sire, some say, 
measuring 12 inches in circumference, fell 
during a portion of the storm— io Newmar* 
kef, bailstonss measuring firo inches and a 

quarter in circumference , were picked up.— 
The disastrous effects of the atorm, in eo far 
as the destruction of property was concerned, 
was confined to a width of about 100 rods, 

The first tulTerer was a widow woman nam- 
ed Mrs Stocks, who had her house destroyed, 
together with considerable Ioomj property 
about Ihe premises. 

Mr, Allan her next neighbor had bis barn 
unroofed sod loose property scattered oter his 
fields. 

Mrs Moonsy's home *a* next unroofed, and 
the building other wise shattered, 

Mr Dunham, Yooge Street, had all his 
buildings unroofed, and other damage done by 
falling limbers. 

Mr Jobn Steward's farm eame next in Ihe 
nay, who had his barn injured, thence passing 
over his huth o| about 40 acres, only leaving 
tiro trees standing. Some of Ibe Wees ofim- 
mense tixo were removed several rods. He 
also hsd one cow killed, sod ibe calf which 
was along wilh her at tho time, his not since

MrWrttljpsj a Piano Forte Manufacturer, 
was tje next sufferer. His Louse was com- 
pfttety dtmolUhtd, and furniture and clothing 
otfriy all destroyed, A pisno almost finished 
svas carried several rods and broken (0 pieees 
in an adjoining fittd. 

Jamea Steward had his stables unroofed, 
end other damage done to loose property, 

Thos Craig had his barn unroofed, and im* 
plemenla scattered over his fields. 

Win Cunningham had bis barn unroofed, 
eo J badly damaged : (ivi tl.tii racked, .and 
one of thtm shifted about twenty feet. He 
also suffered olber damages. 

H. Q. St George sustained dsusget to Us 
buildings (stimalej at $2500. His woods, 
too, suncred disastrously, end also a poriiooof 
his orchard. 

George Sproxlon lad his Lara partly un- 
roofed, aod Us stables aid sheds rendered al- 
most uittesi. His new brick bouse w&s also 
badly injured j and a splendid orchard, all des- 
troyed. Trees were shifted several rodv, A 
large stone, after the storm, was found cear 
his dwelling, never seen before. 

Jacob Shaffer Lad one building unroofed, 
Sod other dsrasgc done to loose proprrly. 

The storm then proceeded southerly and 
destroyed shout 2ft acres of bush for Mr Jas 
Lloyd, sod also injured several of his sheep 
aod cattle, 

John Oriltinger Lad his woods partly level 
led— barn unroofed— one cow killed, and suf- 
fered other dai&agtt.

If 
ft pan of milk is disturbed, the cream on Jl will 
apoil sooner Ihan otherwise, end allould bo re- 
moved at least twelve hours earlier. If tho 
cream of ooo pan that has stood too long is 
mixed with the real in the cream jar, it will 
apoil the whole' churning. The cream jar 
should bd washed out clean every churning 
lime before' being again used. The ciearn in 
tbe jar shottld be thoroughly s'.hicd every lirne 
fresh cream is added, end care taken not to 
epaiter the aidea of (he jar with cream. It is 
important that tho temnaralure of the crearn 
aiieold not be too high before churning, and in 
warm weather il rs o good plan lo keen the 
cream jar *tan.ding io hull iu depth, or mure, in 
cold water. It is beitor lo cccupy one hour in 
churning thin onlv fifteen minutes. A cellar 
may be kept cool by closing thodoorsand win. 
dowa during Hie day and opening them in the 
night,
